To the inhabitants of the Town of Orange, in the County of Grafton in said State, qualified to vote in Town affairs: 


YOU ARE HEREBY NOTIFIED to meet at the Town House in said Orange on Tuesday, the 12th day of March, 
1991, at three o'clock in the afternoon, to act upon the following subjects. The polls to remain open until eight 
p.m. 


ARTICLE 1: To choose by ballot and plurality vote a Town Clerk, a Town Treasurer, one Selectman for three 
years, one Cemetery Agent, one Overseer of Public Welfare, one Budget Committee member for 
three years, two Auditors, one Road Agent (contracted), one Tax Collector, one Library Trustee, one 
Deeding Agent, one Trustee of Trust Funds for one year, and other officers that the Town may judge 
necessary. 


Beginning at seven o'clock in the evening to vote on the following Articles: 


ARTICLE 2: To see if the Town will vote to authorize the Selectmen to borrow money in anticipation of taxes to 

necessary Town charges. 

ARTICLE 3: To see if the Town will vote to give a discount of three percent on taxes paid in full within thirty days 
from the date of the bill, with the stipulation that the discount becomes forfeited if it is not deducted 
by the payer at the time payment is made. 

ARTICLE 4: To see if the Town will vote to authorize the prepayment of taxes and to authorize the Tax Collector 
to accept payments in prepayment of taxes in accordance with provisions of N.H.R.S. 80:52-2. 

ARTICLE 5: To see if the Town will vote to authorize the Selectmen and the Deeding Agent to administer or 
dispose of any real estate acquired through the Tax Collector's Deed in the Town or to the original 
owner, as justice may require. 

ARTICLE 6: To see if the Town will vote to authorize the prepayment of resident taxes and authorize the Tax 
Collector to accept payment in prepayment of taxes. 

ARTICLE 7: To see if the Town will vote to authorize the Selectmen to accept and expend gifts of money or 
personal property, for the purpose intended by the donor andin addition to apply, receive and expend 
any federal or state assistance not anticipated as of the annual Town Meeting, on the condition that 
the Selectmen shall account to the voters of the Town for such additional receipts and expenses in 
accordance with the provisions of N.H.R.S. 31:95B. 

ARTICLE 8: To see if the Town will vote to appropriate the sum of $2,500.00 from the Cemetery Trust Funds 
for the construction of an exit road out of the Church Cemetery. Recommended by the Cemetery 
Commission. 

ARTICLE 9: To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of $2,000.00 to purchase a computer 
system for the Selectmen's office. 

ARTICLE 10: To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of $3,000.00 as a fourth installment 
to be added to the Tuttle Hill Bridge Replacement Capital Reserve Fund, previously established. 

ARTICLE 11: To see if the Town will vote to appropriate the Highway Block Grant Fund of $18,909.94 for 
construction, reconstruction, and maintenance of Class 4 or 5 highways and for purchase of 
equipment. 

ARTICLE 12: To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of $600.00 for the purchase of a 
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fireproof safe for the Selectmen’s office. 

ARTICLE 13: Optional Adjusted Elderly Exemptions: Shall we adopt optional adjusted elderly exemptions from 
property tax? The optional exemptions, based on assessed value, for qualified taxpayers shall be as 
follows: for a person 65 years of age and up to 75 years, $15,000.00; for a person 75 years of age 
up to 80 years, $20,000.00; for a person 80 year of age or older, $30,000.00. To qualify, the person 
must have been a New Hampshire resident for at least 5 years; own the real estate individually or 
jointly, or if the real estate is owned by his spouse, they must have been married for at least 5 years. 
In addition, the taxpayer must have a net income of less than $10,000.00 or, if married, a combined 
net income of less than $12,000.00; and own net assets not in excess of $30,000.00 excluding the 
value of the person’s residence. (This article will be voted on by a yes or no on a paper ballot). 

ARTICLE 14: To see if the Town will raise and appropriate the sum of $250.00 to be donated to the New 
Hampshire Property Taxpayers Defense Fund. The purpose of this fund is to recover money spent 
by municipalities on unfunded state mandated programs. 

ARTICLE 15: h es if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of $500.00 for the work on the Town 
Hall Addition. 

ARTICLE 16: To see if the Town, pursuant to RSA;231:22-A will vote to reclassify the portion of Tug Mountain 
Road from Brun’s Camp to the Marc Braun residence, from Class 6 to Class 5; with the condition that 
the road be upgraded with the betterment assessments under RSA;231 :28-30. 

ARTICLE 17: To see if the Town will vote to raise and/or appropriate the sum of $109,959.94 as called for by 
the budget, submitted by the Budget Committee, and pass any vote in relation thereto. 

ARTICLE 18: To hear the reports of agents, auditors, and other officers heretofore and pass any vote relative 
thereto. 

ARTICLE 19: To transact any business that may legally come before the metting not in the warrant. 

ARTICLE 20: The polls shall not close earlier than eight o'clock in the evening.

REPORT OF TOWN FOREST FIRE WARDEN 
AND STATE FOREST RANGER 


During Calendar Year 1990, the State of New Hampshire experienced an average number of wildfires. The 
three leading causes of these wildfires were fires kindled without a fire permit from the Forest Fire Warden, permit 
fires that escaped control and rekindled fires. All of these fires are preventable, but ONLY with your help. 

Please help your town and state forest fire officials with forest fire prevention. New Hampshire State Law 
(RSA 22427 Il) requires that “No person, firm or corporation shall kindle or cause to be kindled any fire or burn 
or cause to be burned any material in the open, except when the ground is covered with snow, without first 

rmi e Forest Fire Warden of the town where th ing ist 

Violations of RSA 224:27 II and the other burning laws of the State of New Hampshire are misdemeanors 
punishable by fines of up to $1,000 and/or a year in jail and you are also liable for all fire suppression costs. 

The State of New Hampshire, Division of Forests and Lands assisted many towns in wildland fires 
suppression during 1990, including a 262 acre fire in Moultonburo and several fires in Hooksett. 

In 1990, the New Hampshire Division of Forests and Land trained 844 local Wardens and Deputy Wardens 
in the Incident Command System (ICS), an incident management system for all types of emergencies. In 1991, 
Wardens will be trained in the use of Class A foam in wildfire suppression.

Again it was a quiet year for the Planning Board during 1990. In March the Selectmen inted Raymond 
Miller to the Board to replace Leon Valia, who, as you know, was elected to the Board of Selectmen. 

We were pleased that the amendment to the zoning ordinance on last years warrant was passed. This 
increased the minimum lot size to two acres with a minimum of 200 feet road frontage. 

This year there has been a lot of discussion on clarifying and, if necessary, altering, the town’s policy on 
subdivisons that may create lots with right-of-way access instead of road frontage. The Planning Board met with 
a representative of the Upper Valley Lake Sunapee Council for their recommendations and input. At present we 
are still giving the matter quite a bit of thought. | 

Another issue that has come before the Board is in regards to a building permit policy for designated Class 
VI town roads. We have been meeting with the Board of Selectmen (who issue all building permits) and hope to 
have a solid policy soon. 

In October, various members of the Board attended an informative lecture entitled “A Hard Road to Travel, 
The Law of eres Highways” sponsored by the New Hampshire Municipal Association. The members who 
attended felt they learned quite a bit of valuable information regarding the legal status of town roads.

GRAFTON COUNTY COMMISSIONERS’ REPORT 


To the Citizens of Grafton County: 

1990 has been a year of change for Grafton County. The retirementof longtime County Administrator William 
Siegmund prompted the Commissioners to reorganize the overall administrative structure of the County. Top ad- 
ministrative positions now include the Executive Director, Nursing Home Admistrator, Superintendent of 
Corrections, Farm Manager, and Superintendent of Maintenance. The reorganization has improved the 
efficiency and effectiveness of County operations without increasing costs. 

The Sheriff's Department has also undergone a transition under the leadership of Sheriff Charles Barry. The 
Dispatch Center has been upgraded, courthouse security hasbeen improved, and an expanded training program 
has been offered to help county and municipal law enforcement meet State requirements. The Department's 
work load has continued to grow, reflecting the increase in Superior Court cases. 

As a first set in addressing space problems at the Grafton County Courthouse, the County legislative 
Delegation appropriated $250,000 of surplus to construct administrative offices between the courthouse and 
nursing home. The Commissioners’ Office moved into the new administrative building in early January, freeing 
additional space for the County Attorney's Office and the State Probation and Parole Office. Construction costs 
considerably less than that projected for an addition to the courthouse. 

Fiscally Grafton County continues to be very sound. Working together, the Commissioners and Legislative 
Delegation limited budget increaes to 4.4%, from $11.2 million in fiscal year 1990 to $11.7 million for fiscal year 
1991. We are especially pleased that the county tax actually decreased 5% from $6.3 million in fiscal year 1990 
to just $6.0 million in fiscal year 1991. A budget surplus from the previous fiscal year plus increases in nursing 
home revenues and Sheriffs Department fees contributed to the tax decrease. 

Nevertheless, property taxes continue to fund approximately half of the county budget, with the rest coming 
from acombination of State and Federal monies and user fees. The Commissioners’ through the New Hampshire 
Association of Counties, continues to monitor State legislative proposals that would increase county costs, 
thereby increasing local property taxes. During the 1990 legislative session we were effective in averting 
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attempts to increase the County share of Medicaid costs and eliminate the Medically Needy Program, which 
would have forced counties to absorb nursing home costs for medically needy residents or ask towns to provide 
general assistance. 

During fiscal year 1990 Grafton County also distributed a total of $78,836 in State Incentive Funds to 
programs that prevent out-of-home placements of troubled children and youth. Included were drug and alcohol 
abuse prevention programs, parenting skills workshops, parent aides, child care training and referrals, services 
to pregnant teens, and court diversion for first-time youthful offenders. The Commissioners also expanded the 
County-funded Youth and Family Mediation Program to provide services countywide, adding the Plymouth 
Center to those in Lebanon and Littleton. These efforts help limit county expenditures for court-ordered services 
to children and youth ($61 1,462 in fiscal year 1990). 

The Grafton County Board of Commissioners’ hold regular weekly meetings on Thursday at 9:30 a.m. at the 
Grafton County Commissioners Office Building. Every fourth Thursday afternoon the Comisioners also meet at 
the Nursing Home, House of Corrections and Farm, followed by a tour of each facility. All meetings are open to 
the public, and we encourage public and press attendance. Please feel free to contact the Commissioners: PO

ARTICLE 1: To choose by ballot and plurality vote a Moderator, Town Clerk, a Town Treasurer, one Selectman 
for three years, one Selectman for one year, one Cemetery Agent, one Overseer of Public Welfare, 
one Budget Committee member for three years, two Auditors, one Road Agent, one Tax Collector, one 
Library Trustee, one Deeding Agent, one Trustee of Trust Funds for one year, one Supervisor of the 
Checklist for six years and other officers that the Town may judge necessary. Election of officers were 
held. Votes tabulated when meeting was over. 

ARTICLE 2: To see if the Town will vote to authorize the Selectman to borrow money in anticipation of taxes to 
pay necessary Town changes. Moved and seconded. Passed by voice vote. 

ARTICLE 3: To see if the Town will vote to give a discount of three percent on taxes paid in full within thirty days 
from the date of the bill, with the stipulation that the discount becomes forfeited if it is not deducted 
by the payer at the time payment is made. Moved and seconded. An explanation was given by the 
Tax Collector, Sharon Proulx, as to why the stipulation is in the Article. Discussion held. Article 

assed unanimously by voice vote. 

ARTICLE 4: To see if the Town will vote to authorized the prepayment of taxes and to authorize the Tax Collector 
to accept payments in prepayment of taxes in accordance with provisions of N.H.R.S. 80:52-2. Moved 
and seconded. An explanation was given by Selectman Lyell Smith and Tax Collector Sharon Proulx 
of how the prepayment of taxes, in accordance with provisions of N.H.R.S. 80:52-2 can be used by 
residents. Discussion held. Passed unanimously by voice vote. 

ARTICLE 5: To see if the Town will vote to authorize the Selectman and Deeding Agent to administer or dispose 
of any real estate acquired through the Tax Collector’s Deed in the Town or to the original owner, as 
justice may require. Moved and seconded. Passed unanimously by voice vote. 

ARTICLE 6: To see if the Town will vote to authorize the prepayment of resident taxes and authorize the Tax 
Collector to accept paymentin prepayment of taxes. Moved andseconded. Passed unanimously by 
voice vote. 

ARTICLE 7: To see if the Town will vote to authorize the Selectmen to accept and expend gifts of money or 
personal property, for the purpose intended by the donor andin addition to apply receive and expend 
any federal or state assistance not anticipated as of the annual Town Meeting, on the condition that 
the selectmen shall account to the voters of the Town for all such additional receipts and expenses 
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in accordance with the provisions of N.H.R.S. 31:95B. Moved and seconded. Selectman Lyell Smith 
explained the reason for the Article. Discussion held. Passed unanimously by voice vote. 

ARTICLE 8: To see if the Town will vote to appropriate the Highway Block Grant Fund of $18,165.19 for 
construction, reconstruction and maintenance of Class 4 or 5 highways and for purchase of 
equipment. Moved and seconded. Leon Valia explained what work was needed to be done on the 
different town roads. An amendment was submitted by David Stratton to read as follows: “To see 
if the Town will vote to appropriate the Highway Block Grant Fund of $18,165.19 for construction, 
reconstruction and maintenance of Class 4 or 5 Highways ana for purchase of equipment, with the 
exception of propsed widening no Town road shall be widened beyondits present width.” Amendment 
seconded. Discussion held regarding future widening, street signs, etc. Moderator Daniel Hazelton 
called for hand vote. Article passed as amended. 

ARTICLE 9: To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of three thousand dollars as a third 
installment to be added to the Tuttle Hill Bridge Replacement Capital Reserve Fund, previously 
established. Moved and seconded. Selectman Lyell Smith explained about the status of the Tuttle 
Hill Bridge Replacement Fund. He stated our share of payment is $19,000. Currently in the Capital 
Reserve the Town has $14,162, $9,500 from the first year, $3,000 from the second year plus the 
interest gained on the money. Concern was raised during discussion as to whether the bridge would 
ever be able to have school buses travel over them. Article was passed by a voice vote. 

ARTICLE 10: To see if the Town will vote to appropriate the sum of $600.00 to clean gravestones in the three 
Town Cemeteries, as recommended by the Cemetery Commission, and to authorize withdrawal from 
the Cemetery Trust Funds for this purpose. Moved and seconded. Discussion was held on the pros 
and cons of cleaning the gravestones. Mr. Pfaefflin stated that he understood that the cleaning would 
hasten the deterioration of the stones and it would be better if they were left alone. Discussion. Article 
was defeated by a standing vote. 

ARTICLE 11: To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of $2,000 for the work on the Town 
Hall addition. Moved and seconded. Discussion. Selectman Joy Marshall explained the work would 
include tiling the basement, a retaining wall in back, a handicap ramp and a possible storage shed. 
Mr. Robert Proulx stated that he felt that this was an appropriate time for the Town to thank the men 
and ladies in the town who have given so much time in working on the town house. Special thanks 
were also given to Jim Marshall, Skip Smith, Bill Cady and Daniel Hazelton. A question was raised 
about the heat in the library. Discussion held. Susan Pfaefflin presented an amendmentto this Article 
toread as follows: “To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of $2,400 for the work 
on the Town Hall addition, to include a heat source for the Library. Amendment seconded. 
Discussion. Passed by a voice vote. 

ARTICLE 12: To see ifthe Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of $600 for the purchase of a fireproof 
safe for the Tax Collector. Moved and seconded. Selectman Lyell Smith apologized for a mistake 
which was made in the wording of the Article. Discussion. Sharon Proulx propsed an amendment to 
the Article which read: “To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of $600.00 for 
the purchase of a fire resistant file cabinet for the Tax Collector.” Amendment seconded. Passed 
unanimously by voice vote. 

ARTICLE 13: To see ifthe Town will vote to designate and proclaim April 22, as Earth Day 1990, and to set aside 
that day for public activities promoting preservation of the global environment and launching the 
“Decade of the Environment.” Moved and seconded. Discussion. Mr. Stevens explained that the 
junior and senior high school would hold an Earth Week to make the students aware of the fragile world 
we live in. Mr. Daniels stated that the elementary school would also hold the same. Discussion was 
held as to how we could show our support for Earth Day. Passed unanimously by voice vote. 

Polls were officially closed at 8:05 p.m. by Moderator Daniel Hazelton. Moderator Daniel 
Hazelton asked if there were any objections if the Recycling Committtee gave an explanation of the 
Recycling Program before the next four Articles were acted on Fred Moore and Nate Harpootlian 
explained why recycling is so important to us and our town. 

The Federal Government has stated that approximately fifty percent of all garbage must 
be recycled by 1995. They explained that other small towns in the State already have started recy- 
Cling successfully. Both men represent our town in the Upper Valley Lake Sunapee Council District. 
Itwas decided last year to build at the current Lebanon Landfill site a recycling building and equipment 
with a vertical bailer. It was financed originally by the larger towns in hopes that other towns would 
come up with a dollar ahead amountin order to finance the equipment and the construction. The con- 
tribution our town has in this is $220. It was stated that the State would come up with the matching 
funds. At a recent meeting with Canaan it was decided that if our town accepted the invitation, our 
residents would receive a sticker that would enable them to bring recycled material only to the Canaan 
landfill site. Our regular trash would still be picked up by the normal trash removal we have now. Our 
share for this equipment that is needed in Canaan is $2,000. Canaan would contribute $2,500. The 
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State would match these funds. Mr. Moore explained what materials would be recycled. The money 
made from the sale of the recycling materials would go to offset the cost of running the recycling site. 
Discussion was held in regards to the recycling issue. Mr. Proulx stated the town owed a debt of 
gratitude to Mr. Moore and Mr. Harpootlian for all their work. 

ARTICLE 14: Toseeif the Town will vote to authorize a Moderator to appoint a Committee to continue to examine 
a town sponsored Recycling program. Moved and seconded. Mr. Valia asked that the town vote to 
have the same two, Mr. Moore and Mr. Harpootlian continue. Passed by voice vote. Mr. Hazelton 
appointed Mr. Moore and Mr. Harpootlian and asked for othesr to volunteer. Mr. Howard Reed 
volunteered and will join the other two. 

ARTICLE 15: To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of $220.00 as the Town's contribution 
towards recycling at the Lebanon Solid Waste District. Moved ande seconded. Passed by voice vote. 

ARTICLE 16: To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of $2,000 towards the purchase of 
recycling equipment in partnership with the Town of Canaan. Moved and seconded. Passed by a 


voice vote. 

ARTICLE 17: To see if the Town will vote to adopt the Bylaws as required by the City of Lebanon; (Bylaws listed 
in the 1989 Town of Orange Annual Report). Moved andseconded. Selectman Lyell Smith explained 
to the voters what the Article meant and why it was put into the warrant. Discussion held. Passed 
by a voice vote. 

ARTICLE 18: Veteran's Exemption Options Chapter 64: ‘Shall we adopt the provisons of RSA 72:28, V & VI 
for an optional veterans’ exemption and an expanded qualifying war service for veterans seeking the 
exemption? The optional Veternas’ Exemption is $100 rather than $50. “ Moved and seconded. 
Discussion held. Selectman Lyell Smith explained the Article in more detail. Discussion. Passed by 
a voice vote. 

ARTICLE 19: Veterans’ Exemption Options Chapter 64: “Shall we adopt the provisions of RSA 72:35, IV for an 
optional property tax exemption on residential property for a service-connected total disability? The 
optional disability exemption is $1,400. rather than $700.” Moved and seconded. Discussion held. 
Passed by a voice vote. 

ARTICLE 20: To see if the Town will vote to raise and 5 Snes the sum of $13,000 for the purpose of a 
complete reappraisal of the property within the Town, and to authorize withdrawal from the Capital 
Reserve Fund for this purpose. The appraisal will be done in 1990 or 1991 depending on the 
Appraiser’s schedule. Moved and seconded. Discussion held. Mr. Sova presented an amendment 
as follows: “That the Town raise and appropriate the sum of $13,000 for the purpose of a complete 
reappraisal of property within the Town and authorize withdrawal of said sum from the Capital Reserve 
Fund for this purpsose. Provided however, that said reappraisal of property shall not become effective 
until atleast 60 days after the selectmen publish and distribute to the taxpayers of the town. a complete 
list of property in the town stating the new and old assessed valuations and not until after the town acts 
onan article in the warrant of an annual or special town meeting which adjusts the elderly assessment 
exemption.” 

Selectman Lyell Smith explained why in the past this Article had been voted down. We are 
now on a 100% ADM and pay for the amount of children we send to the school. It was also felt that 
this would put the townspeople on a more equal basis in paying taxes. Discussion held. Selectman 
Joy Marshall explained there were eight elderly exemptions in our town. This would have been placed 
in the warrant butit came in too late to meet the deadline. Mr. Smith stated the selectmen felt this woud 
not hurt the eight elderly people since a special meeting could be held to take care of this. A question 
was asked who would do the appraising. Mr. Smith stated that Mr. Bernie Smith of Apple Appraisers 
had worked for the town before and the town would like to continue with him. The amendment to the 
article was seconded. Passed by voice vote. 

ARTICLE 21: To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of $2,500 for a Selectmen's Clerk. 
Moved and seconded. Selectman Joy Marshall explained why a person is needed. Discussion held. 
Passed by voice vote. 

ARTICLE 22: To see if the Town will vote and/or appropriate the sum of $114,175.19 as called for by the budget 
submitted by the Budget Committee, and pass any vote in relation thereto. Moved and seconded. Mr. 
Sova asked to amend the figures to reflect the $600 decrease from the cemetery article and the $400 
increase for the library stove, amended amount should be $113,975.19. Amendment seconded. 
Passed by voice vote. 

ARTICLE 23: To hear the reports of agents, auditors, and other officers heretofore and pass any vote relative 
thereto. Moved and seconded. Nate Harpootlian stated that the Zoning Board of Adjustment meets 
on the third Saturday of each month at 9:00. 

ARTICLE 24: To transact any business that may legally come before the meeting not in the warrant. Moved and 
seconded. Discussion was held in regarding the town news being putin the newspaper. Itwas stated 
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that the new Town Secretary would be in charge of placing an article in the Mascoma Messenger. Mr. 
Valia stated that a special thank you should be given to Selectman Joy Marshall for her many years 
of service. Mr. Jaeger stated he felt that the selectmen has done a wonderful service in dedicating 
the Town Report to Guy Bagley. We at this time would like to record with much gratitude the work that 
Guy gave to our town and show our great appreciation for his many years of service. Sharon Proulx 
askedif there was anyone who would like to help clean up the upstairs of the Town House. Selectman 
Lyell Smith asked if anyone was interested in having the Selectmen investigate any possibilities in 
regard to timber bridges instead of the State concrete and steel bridge for Tuttle Hill. Moderator Daniel 
Hazelton asked for a show of hands. The request passed. 
ARTICLE 25: There being no further business the Moderator adjourned the meeting at 9:15 p.m.
